The Alkali Manufacture. 


The great importance to a majority of the 
manufacturing industries of sulphuric acid and 
alkali is shown by Prof. Geo. Lunge, in his re- 
cent ‘‘ Practical Treatise” on the manufacture 
of these chemicals. The Professor uses the ex- 
pression “‘alkali making” in its widest sense, 
embracing the manufacture of sulphuric acid, 
sulphate of soda, muriatic acid, soda ash, &c., 
and bleaching powder, and including also those 
works which stop, for instance, at sulphate of 
soda, or even at sulphuric acid itself; since most 
factories making these as intermediate products 
are also sellers of them, and no strict separation 
can be made in this respect. In this wider 
meaning the products of alkali making are 
necessary materials for many metallurgical 
processes, for the manufacture of artificial ma- 
nures, soap, fatty and mineral oils, glass, paper, 
many inorganic and organic coloring matters 
(especially nearly all coal tar dyes), and even of 
many articles of food. It is thus evident how 
great is the importance of the alkali trade in its 
wider meaning to the civilization of mankind, 
though it is certainly going too far to measure, 
as some have done, the civilization of a country 
by the development of this special industry. 

The different branches of alkali-making are 
organically connected in such a manner that 
only under special local conditions can one or 
more of the principle subjects be omitted. The 
initial process is, Prof. Lunge explains, nearly 
always the manufacture of sulphuric acid, by 
burning brimstone or pyrites, with the aid of 
nitrate of soda and of fuel, and in many cases 
leaving a residue from which copper, iron oxide, 
and even silver are obtained. The sulphuric acid 
then enters largest into manufactures not belong- 
ing to this cycle, of which only that of super- 
phosphate is, as a rule, conducted on a sufficient- 
ly large scale to admit of the establishment of 
works for it exclusively. With this one very 
large and a few small exceptions, the manufact- 
ure of sulphuric acid is at once followed in the 
works by a second step—the manufacture of sul- 
phate of soda by decomposing common salt with 
sulphuric acid, muriatic acid appearing as a by 
product. Both articles are again required in 
several other chemical industries, and are ac- 
cordingly sold as they are; but for the most part 
they only serve as intermediaries, the sulphate 
being further worked up to soda ash, and the 
muriatic acid to bleaching powder, more rarely to 
chlorate of potash, at the same works. Some 
works se!l their sulphate of soda as such, either 
for the manufacture of glass, etc., or to alkali 
works. Especialiy is this the case in countries 
where fuel is too dear for making alkali with a 
profit. 

The calcined sulphate of soda, or salt cake, isa 
solid body, easily carried, not merely in ordi- 
nary casks, but loose in whole truck or ship 
loads. On the other hand, the muriatic acid 
which appears as an unavoidable by-product is 
in the same predicament as vitriol—that is to 
say, the expense of package and carriage forbids 
its sale in large quantities and conveyance to 
great distances. Very frequently (though cer- 
tainly much more rarely now than formerly) the 
muriatic acid, liquified solely for the sake of not 
laying waste the vegetation of the country 
around, was run into the nearest water course, 
whose water was anything but improved by it. 
It was, therefore, a matter of importance to 
utilize the muriatic acid ina form in which the 
difficulties of transit were overcome, and, fortu- 
nately, such a form had been found, even before 
the development of the alkali manufacture, in 
bleaching powder. Probably all works not 
going beyond salt cake are compelled to utilize 
their muriatic acid in some way; and they do it 
mostly by the production of bleaching powder, 
more rarely by that of chlorate of potash or bi- 
carbonate, or by using up the acid itself.—Drug 
Reporter. 


At Lintz, on the Rhine, where there are spel- 
ter works and plenty of zinc blende, the sulphur- 
ous acid evolved during the roasting of the 
sulphide of zinc is conducted over the aluminous 
rock, which is kept moistened by water. Both 
basalt rock and Kup/ferschiefer, or copper-bear- 
ing slate rock, are used in this way, and when 
they are exposed to the action of the gas, and to 
& proper degree of moisture, decomposition 
rapidly ensues, and sulphate of alumina, iron, 
and a little sulphate of copper, are all formed at 
the same time. These are separated from the 
insoluble residue by steeping in water, and the 
alum finally obtained by crystallization. It has 
been found, at the locality above mentioned, 
that a quantity of soda alum is always produced, 
on account of the presence of soda in the basalt 
rock to the extent of some five to six per cent.—

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Improvement in Wood-Paper-Pulp Ma- 
chinery. 





This invention relates to the cutter-heads used 
in wood-paper-pulp machines; and it consists in 
constructing the cutter-heads with several sec- 
tions of detachable and adjustable teeth or cut- 
ters having angular faces, arranged so that all 
the teeth moving in the same path will produce 
the same angularity of cut, while those moving 
in the adjoining path produce acutof the re- 
verse angularity. 

In the accompanying drawings Figure 1 is a 
side elevation of the cutter-head and teeth; Fig. 
2, a plan view; Fig. 3, a front elevation of a sec- 
tion of the teeth detached from the head, and 
Fig. 4 an illustration of the series of teeth pro- 
jected on a line to show the effect of the ar- 
rangement of the teeth. 

As shown in the drawings, A is the cutter- 
head, made of a cylindrical form, and designed 
to be secured to a shaft having a rapid rotatory 
motion. Around the periphery of this head is 
a series of dovetailed grooves running directly 
across its cylindrical face and in line with its 
axial centre, for the purpose of holding the sec- 
tions of teeth; B, sections of teeth, consisting of 
separate teeth and spacing washers or collars b 
and b', the latter being made to conform to the 
dovetailed base of the teeth, where they fit into 
the dovetailed grooves of the cutter-head. 

All the parts for each section are secured to- 
gether by the bolts b?, and each section is secured 
in place in its appropriate groove by a set-screw, 
C, or by any other suitable means. 

All the teeth in each section have their beveled 
sides arranged in the same direction, and the 
said teeth are separated from each other by a 
space equal to about three times the thickness of 
each tooth. 

The teeth of the several sections, as shown in 
the drawings, are arranged in such manner that 
when the cutter-head has made one-half of a 
revolution the teeth will have successively cut a 
width equal to the combined width of all the 
teeth; but it is obvious that this proportion of 
the revolution to the full width of the cut can 
be varied by increasing or diminishing the num- 
ber of sections used in a cutter-head. 

The teeth shown in the drawings bearing the 
same numerical designations are arranged to cut 
in the same path and at the same angle. All 
those bearing the e¢ven numbers have their 
angular faces arranged to cut at the same side, 
while those bearing the odd numbers cut at the 
opposite sides, and the effect of all of them com- 
bined is to cut a series of V-shaped grooves. 


The chisel-edge sides of each set of teeth cut- | 


ting the opposite angles of the same gruove 
should be accurately adjusted in the same line, 
so as to make a clean cut and leave no ridge be- 
tween them. The reverse, or bevel side of the 
teeth, should be made to slightly overlap the line 
of the teeth cutting the reverse bevel of the ad- | 
joining groove. By this means the liability to | 
leave a standing ridge between the adjacent | 
grooves is entirely avoided. 

By arranging the teeth in this manner, and as | 
shown in Fig. 4, each one of the V-shaped | 
grooves is made by two distinct cuts, producing | 
a more thorough disintegration of the wood 
than can be obtained by cutters making both | 
sides of the Y at the same time. 

The cutter-head A is designed to be revolved | 
in a frame-work, and the log from which the | 
chips are cut is fed up to it in the usual manner. 

The inventor claims: 1. The cutter-head A, 
provided with a series of dovetailed grooves, 
and having secured therein the detachable and 
adjustable cutter-sections B, composed of sepa- 
rate teeth, separated by the washers b and d', 
and secured together by the bolts b*. 2. The 
sections of detachable cutters B, composed of 
separate teeth, held apart by the washers b and | 
b!, and secured together by the bolts b?, in com- | 
bination with a cutter-head provided with 
grooves for holding said sections.

Apparatus for Forming and Cutting 
Sheets of Paper Pulp. 








This invention consists in the combination, 
with a press roller, a sheet-forming roller, and 
with an endless apron, which serves to carry 
off the sheets after they have been cut, of a 
cutting mechanism, which is geared together 
with the sheet-forming roller, so that whenever 
a layer of sufficient thickness has been formed 
on the sheet-forming roller this layer is cut au- 
tomatically and carried off by the endless 
apron; also, in the combination with the sheet- 
forming roller, and with the apron which 
serves to carry off the sheets after they have 
been cut, of a knife which is exposed to the ac- 
tion of a weight or spring having a tendency to 
throw the knife toward the sheet-forming roller, 
anda cam which keeps the knife back against 
the action of the spring or weight acting there- 


on, and allows the knife to follow the spring ¢ or 

weight whenever a layer of sufficient thickness 

has been formed on the sheet-forming roller.

Improvement in Felt Guides. 





An improvement in felt guides for paper- 
making machines lately patented, consists in an 
upper and lower roller mounted upon a pivoted 
frame, the upper roller having conical pressure- 
surfaces, that act, in connection with the move- 
ment of the pivoted frame, to retain the felt in 
a central position. The guide is adjustable for 
felts of different widths. 

In operation, the guide is said to be self-acting 
to retain the felt in the centre of the rolls, and 
prevent its becoming injured by running off the 
side. It is said that this invention saves the 
labor of an attendant heretofore required to 
watch the felts and adjust the guide by hand,

Behring proposes to manufacture a new 
thickener as follows: Curd, freed by pressure 
as far as possible from moisture, is coarsely 
powdered and ground up with a solution of one 
part tungstate of soda in one part of water. 
soon as the liquid touches the dry curd the reac 
tion begins, and the mass grows continually 
tougher. The whole mass is transferred to a 
pan in the water bath; a very little water is 
added, if too dry, and the whole is melted ata 
gentle heat till a portion taken out shows no un- 
decomposed particles of curd. A little carbolic 
acid is added to prevent moldiness, The melted 
mass is poured out, and on cooling sets toa cake. 
This substance (glutine) is soluble in water in 
every proportion, possesses great adhesive | 
power, and is fit for cementing glass and porce- 
lain. The glutine, when dry, resists water to a 
considerable degree. It forms upon paperhang- | 
ings, printed with earthy or metallic colors, a 
fine shining surface, which is rendered more 
flexible by the addition of a little glycerine. It | 
dissolves also in glycerine, forming a tough mass, 
which, if spread upon paper and passed when | 
dry through alum-water, takes a texture resem- | 
bling leather, With the dye-woods it takes varied 
colors, Cotton steeped in the solution of glutine, 
dried and taken through a decoction of logwood, | 
takes a purple color. If such cotton, when dry, 
is passed before dyeing through acids or mineral |

To “Make Cloth, Paper, &e., Fire-Proof. 





Several preparations for rendering textile and 
other inflammable fabrics incombustible and 
practically fireproof have been brought out by 
MM. Martin and Tessier, of Paris. The compo- 
sitions are said to be of an inexpensive nature, 
and capable of rendering incombustible all 
kinds of readily inflammable substances, such 
as woven and other fabrics of cotton and other 
fibrous materials, paper, printed or otherwise, 
including bills of exchange and other securities, 
woodwork, theatrical scenery, straw, &c. The 
first composition, which may be applied to all 
kinds of fabrics without deteriorating them in 
any way, consists of—

British Notes. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.)

Business, what little there is, does not change, 
All kinds of paper are flat and depressed. (I 
hope the first part of that sentence won’t be 
taken asa joke. All kinds of paper are always 
flat some time, we all know.) The markets do 
not seem able to get up atall, at present. Hand- 
made papers are dull, and the ordinary super- 
fine machine writings, though pretty steady, do 
not show any special activity. The commoner 
writings do a better business. It is a great pity 
the common papers have had such a start. The 
public think 1s. or 1s. 6d. quite enough for five 
quires, in packet. This is owing to the whole- 
sale stationers and some paper-makers flooding 
the markets with cheap writings under grand- 
sounding trade marks. This sort of thing may 
pay for the time being, but the paper-makers 
will feel it by and by. Imitations of good 
papers have been issued and with a high-flown 
title have gone down pretty well. Papers with 
a rough surface are thought by some people to 
be necessarily good, and anything with a rough 
surface, consequently, sells. Paper-makers now 
have to knuckle down to low prices as a conse- 
quence of their foolish pandering to the taste of 
the mob. Shilling packets were offered to them 
and a haul was made, but now when the diffi- 
culty of keeping up quality comes the public 
won’t pay any more, and the public are right 
too. If I were a customer for the low-classed, 
high-sounding writings, I would have the same 
paper at the same price, and if I could not get 
the old quality I would go somewhere else and 
buy Austrian papers for instance. It serves 
paper-makers right; they have no business to 
make such stuff, but ought to cultivate a good, 
steady, wholesome trade. 

Printings are in a very unsatisfactory state. 
Clay loading has had its effect, and it is now a 
matter of some difficulty to get a decent print, 
if at all, even for 6d. I was asked only a day or 
two ago if I could advise half-a-dozen mills 
where really good 6d. printings could be had 
free from clay. 

Common printings and news are the most de- 
pressed of all, and are fighting fur bare exist- 
ence. When you have read my Lancashire cor- 
respondent’s notes you will appreciate our posi- 
tion here. The root of the whole thing lies in 
one solitary simple fact, and that fact is this— 
The greed of paper-makers. Ten thousand news- 
papers, all full and written in the most diligent 
and persuasive style, won’t alter this fact. 
Paper-makers have had everything in their 
favor—cheap raw materials, cheap labor, and a 
good market. But they commenced the “ cut- 
ting out” process, and gave up the golden rule 
of quality before quantity. Now their custom- 
ers don’t see the force of returning to old prices. 
They have been educated to the use of low- 
classed paper at cheap prices, and they don’t 
care about any better, especially if they have to 
pay for it. What paper-makers are going to do 
next remains to be seen. 

I read in this morning’s papers the announce- 
ment of the decease of W. Nash, the paper- 
maker of St. Paul’s Cray, near St. Mary Cray. 
Mr. Nash answered a letter of mine only last 
week, andI am afraid he has died very sud- 
denly. The trade will hear of his decease with 
regret, for he was a well-known if a very pecu- 
liar man. He was only 42 years old, and was 
an excellent practical paper-maker. 

My Lancashire correspondent writes thus: 
‘*The increased demand for paper which existed 
a fortnight ago has now subsided, and the hope 
that poor paper-makers had of trade improving 
a little is lost. Trade is now very dull here and 
the competition is awfully keen. This week, in 
one of our principal towns of Lancashire, I have 
seen news quoted at 2'¢d., less 5 per cent. dis- 
count, delivered free from America. This is 
what I call an eye-opener, and does not speak 
very well for the Yankees, who must, I imag- 
ine, be up to their chins in deep water. We can, 
however, sympathize with them, if this be any 
satisfaction.” 

This is really an ‘‘eye-opener.” It can’t possi- 
bly pay 94 paper-makers to send paper over 
here at 2'¢d., less 5 per cent., delivered. If it 
does, then more shame to our trade to allow you 
to do it. Had I seen this information anywhere 
else I could scarcely have believed it, but I will 
answer for my friend’s veracity. 

He goes on to say, anentesparto: ‘‘Fair aver- 
age Tripoli has somewhat increased in price this 
week, but I think it cannot go up much higher 
until the winter has fairly set in. This advance 
has been brought about by a slight rise of 
freights and an attempt by a ‘ring’ of brokers 
and principals, who hold a little stock at Cardiff, 
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to ask more money.

have a fair stock, and that they will keep off 
buying for a while. In fact,

have to close their mills if raw materials get 


much higher without a corresponding advance 
n the price of paper, as I think they cannot be 
seeing their own just now.” 

My friend also says: ‘‘The evil that has long 
been felt by paper-makers here is the combina- 
tion of brokers and principals. There is no 
doubt that a strong feeling is growing against 
this, and I have heard it stated that an attempt 
will be made to get paper-makers together for 
the purpose of ventilating this question and to 
form a company, if necessary, to charter ves- 
pels and send out competent men to purchase 
@rass and ship it. This would no doubt break 
down the present business, and esparto would 
reach the consumers at legitimate prices. I 
should like to see the matter gone into.” And 
poshould I. If [can help to ventilate such an 
important subject I will do so with much pleas 
ure, I hate monopolies. It’s a big world, and 
there’s plenty of room for people who aren’t too 
greedy. 

Isend you an announcement from our new 
firm of paper stock dealers, Jacob & Nicholson, 
Tooley street, S. E. I went down to see their 
place the other day, and I was quite surprised to 
tee what extensive and what convenient prem- 
ises they have got. The ground floor covers an 
&rea of 15,000 square feet., and as the premises 
form the arches underneath the railway, there 
is good dry storage. The firm is putting up 
powerful hydraulic presses, and is laying 
itself out specially to do an extensive export 
business, as well as home trade. Mr. Nicholson 
has long been connected with the trade, and I 
bave not the slightest doubt that his knowledge 
of the business, combined with enterprise and 
judgment, will soon bring this firm into close 
Connection with your dealers. 

I will send you full prices next week. There 
is little or no change to record. Markets are 
steady. Jute baggings are firm and scarce and 
have advanced in price. Common bagging is 
telling at 5s. 6d. @6s., and good clean bagging at 
8s. @8s. 3d., free on board for export.

Pennsylvania Notes,

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 22, 1879. 

The paper manufacturing industry of Penn- 
sylvania and Philadelphia is in a healthier, more 
prosperous, and reasonably profitable condition 
at this writing than it has been for quite a 
lengthy period. The many mills at Cataw issa, 
in the Susquehanna and Schuylkill valleys, on 
the Wissahickon, at Manayunk, and in Chester 
county, are all in full operation, with the usual 
complement of operatives employed. The pro- 
prietors or superintendents of all the prominent 
establishments say that the prevailing activity 
in the trade, which has become so manifest in all 
departments of manufacturing, bids fair to con 
tinue right through the season. News, book a: d 
writing papers are mostly in demand, although 
there is a fair call for other commoner lines. 

The Manayunk mills, almost without excep- 
tion, are engaged in finishing many extensive 
orders. The American Wood Paper Company, 
whose establishment is one of the largest in th 
world, is doing a vast business, and inimense 
Quantities of poplar wood are being consumed 
daily in the manufacture of wood pulp of a qual 
ity that stands A No. 1 in the paper world. 
Much of this wood comes from the timber for- 
ests of Virginia, and recently a large vessel was 
loaded in the “ poplar swamps” of King George 
county, Va., with an immense freight of poplar 
wood for consumption in the Manayunk mills. 


George McDowell, of the firm of McDowell & ' 


Co., No. 253 Market street, Philadelphia, sta- 
tioners and manufacturers of playing cards, 
&c., has resumed paper manufacturing in Mana- 
yunk, and has already secured quite a trade. 
Mr. McDowell, during the dullness that reigned 
supreme in the industry, retired temporarily 
from the business. 

The paper-making establishments along the 
Wissahickon Creek, in the Twenty-second 
Ward, Philadelphia, the Wissahickon and Han- 
well and other mills, are operating at that brisk 
rate that signalizes the animated and excellent 
position of the near-by trade, namely, the city 
and adjacent interests. Probably never before 
in Pennsylvania has the volume of orders been 
bo great as during the present month. The man- 
ufacturers, feeling greatly encouraged, are 
making preparations to meet the anticipated 
greater stream of business.

First Rope-Cutting Machine. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

The first attempt at cutting ropes by machin- 
ery was made at Overton Paper Mill, Greenock, 
in the year 1844. A logwood mill, a short dis- 


had a wheel for cutting logwood. Mr. Walkin- 
shaw, the proprietor of the paper mill, seeing the 
wheel in operation, was forcibly impressed with 
the opinion, what was good for cutting logwood 
would be good for cutting ropes. He accord- 
ingly went to work and had a wheel cast from 
the same pattern. It was a big, clumsy piece 
of machinery, but the idea was there. The 
wheel was probably four feet in diameter, with 
three-inch face. About twelve inches from the 
centre shaft were four openings, say 8x10 inches, 
the top half of the opening being just deep 
enough to admit the knife, which, when bolted 
to the wheel with two bolts, was flush with the 
side. The man in charge had to usea good deal 
of force to drive the stock through. For that 
purpose he kept a piece of stiff rope in his right 
hand, which, by the way, soon disappeared with 
the stock. The wheel at that time was consid- 
ered a success, at least so far as ropes were con- 
cerned, but it did not come quite up to the mark 
for cutting rags. In fact, it would not suit now- 
adays for cutting anything. However, by way of 
overcoming this difficulty in the rag business, an- 
other wheel was cast; both wheels were keyed on 
the same shaft, probably eighteen inches apart. 
On the face of the wheels, extending from one 
to the other, were about a dozen of knives, 
which were set obliquely at intervals, but it was 
almost impossible to get every knife to touch 
the bed-knife alike. The smallest jar of the 
wheel or letting in a big bunch of rags was a 
signal for the mantorun. There was no time to 
think of back pay, no time to think of stopping 
wheels, no time to think of picking up hats. 
When the big cloud of dust had cleared away 
and the wheel stopped, it took about ten minutes 
to pick up loose knives.

The Straw Wrapping Trade. 


The Straw Wrapping Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of the State of New York has issued the 
following circular: 

Germantown, N. Y., September 16, 1879, 

The meeting of straw paper makers, held at Stan- 
wix Hall, Albany, this day, was well attended by 
both manufacturers and dealers. 

At no previous meeting has there been shown such 
absolute confidence in the permanency of our asso- 
ciation, and in the good results of its action. Your 
secretary is most happy to report, from the remarks 
of all present and from the many sources of informa- 
tion open to him, a positive determination to adhere 
firmly to the agreement entered into for the lessen- 
ing of production, even to the extent of a further 
shortening of running time, if that should be found 
necessary. 

Several large manufacturers have joined the asso- 
ciation since our last meeting, thereby largely in- 
creasing the percentage before obtained and re- 
ported. 

The committee for visiting the mills were in- 
structed to continue their “labors of love,” and as 
soon as possible bring into the “fold” any “ black 
sheep” that may still be wandering in the barren 
fields of blind indifference and stubborn selfishness; 
and to look after any possible ‘‘ backsliders” and re- 
store them to their “ first love.” 

On invitation, the dealers present, representing the 
different houses in New York, made and signed an 
agreement for the maintenance of an immediate ad- 
vance of the prices of straw wrapping papers, and 
pledging themselves to use their combined resources 
for furthering the interests of this association. 

This unanimous and united action of the commis- 
sion houses places the market upon a firm basis, and 
any manufacturer will hereafter be guilty of great 
folly if he sells, or allows to be sold, any paper at any- 
thing less than the prices agreed upon at this meet- 
ing. 

Our next meeting will be at Stanwix Hall, Albany, 
October 14, at 11 o'clock 4. m., and it is earnestly 
hoped that every manufacturer and every dealer in- 
terested in our action will be present.

Some interesting laws of the variations of 
atmospheric electricity have been deduced by 
Denza from the regular data collected at the 
observatory of Moncalieri. In Piedmont there 
are daily two maxima of electricity, following 
the rising and setting of the sun, at an interval 
of some hours. Between these maxima is a 
minimum, which follows the passage of the sun 
over the meridian of the place. The annual 
maximum of the atmospheric electrical tension 
occurs in February and the minimum in Sep- 
tember. Before and after storms the electro- 
meter stands at zero, but during their passage it 
indicates very high tension. In calm and hot 
weather the lowest values are observed. Nega- 
tive electricity is generally dué to storms or 
rain at a distance, or to a polar aurora, 





Cements, Masties, and Concretes. 


A cement of one part sand, two parts ashes, 
and three parts clay, mixed with oil, makes a 
very hard and durable substance like stone, and 
is said to resist the weather almost as well as. 
marble. 

Damp brick walls are common, especially in 


So common is 
this that in many places in the country a strong 
prejudice exists against brick houses, on account 
of their constant dampness. A gentleman hay- 
ing a brick house exposed on all sides, and suffer- 
ing from dampness in the kitchen, which was in 
a wing upon the most exposed side, tried an ex- 
periment which has proved very satisfactory. A 
barrel of the best English Portland cement was 
purchased, and a common tin wash-basin used 
for mixing it. The cement was mixed with water 
until about the consistency of cream, and then 
applied thickly with a large paint brush. Of 
course, the mixture had to be constantly stirred 
to prevent the cement from settling to the 
bottom; and on account of its very rapid setting 
it could only be mixed im very small quantities, 
half a gallon being about as large a quantity as 
can be readily handled at a time. When first 
drieé it seemed somewhat of a failure, because it 
could be so easily brushed off, but after it had 
had 24 hours to harden it formed a strong and 
durable coating. The color is a neutral tint, 
something like Ohio stone. This coating kept 
the wall perfectly dry, and, as it is inexpensive 
and does not require skilled labor in its applica- 
tion, ought to be extensively used. 

Cement is much stronger than mortar, and 
can be used to great advantagg in many places 
instead of lime, even in the face of the fact that 
it is much more costly than the latter. The usual 

roportions are 1 part of hydraulic lime to 5 of 

nd. In pointing, the proportion is sometimes 
as low as 3 parts sand to 1 of hydraulic lime 
or cement. Coarse clean sand—almost pebbles— 
can be used to the extent of 3.parts to 1 of cement, 
Some recommend mortar to be allowed to set 
and then wet and worked again. This course 
will not answer with cement, which is gener- 
ally injured by such a method of working. 
The greatest enemy of both mortar and cement 
is frost; the power with which water expands at 
the freezing point is practically unlimited, and 
where it penetrates into the crevices and pores of 
mortar and freezes, or when wet mortar is al- 
lowed to freeze, its strength is destroyed. 

For making floors, the following method is said 
to produce very desirable results: Four parts of 
coarse gravel or broken stone and sand, and one 
part each of lime and cement, are mixed in a 
shallow box, and well shoveled over from end to 
end. The sand, gravel, and cement are mixed 
together dry; the lime is slacked separately and 
mixed with just enough mortar to cement it well 
together. Six or eight inches of the mixture is 
then put on the bottom, and, when well set, 
another coating is put on, consisting of one part 
of cement and twoof sand. This will answer 
for making the bottom of a cistern that is to 
be cemented up directly upon the ground without 
a lining of bricks; it will also form a very good 
cellar floor.

M. T. Buchanan, successor to Buchanan & Co., 
paper and paper-stock dealer, has been obliged 
to vacate the old stand at 16 and 18 Rose street, 
this city, as the buildings are wanted by the 
East River Bridge Company, and will be torn 
down. 


The American Wood Paper Company, of 
Spring City, Pa., has done a most humane and 
charitable act. The corporation has paid the 
funeral expenses of an operative recently killed 
in its employ, guaranteed the widow $20 a 
month during life, and given her son constant 
employment at fair pay. The act deserves high 
praise. 

At the St. Rollox Chemical Works in Glasgow, 
over 2,000 tons of sulphur are annually recovered 
from alkali waste, the drainings from this refuse 
product being treated with sulphurous oxide 
and hydrochloric acid, and the sulphur precipi- 
tated; a block of sulphur crystals over two and 
a half feet high, obtained from this source, was 
exhibited at the Paris Exhibition. 


The new branch of John L. Taylor’s paper 
stock business, just established at Chicago under 
the firm name of Taylor Brothers, is for the 
purpose of packing and dealing in all grades of 
foreign and domestic rags. The new firm has a 
very commodious warehouse, while Mr. Taylor’s 
connections and long experience in importing 
foreign stock secured advantages for the firm 
which manufacturers will probably not be slow 
to recognize. 


The booksellers, printers and stationers of 
Paris will soon have a magnificent club in that 
city. The building is already completed; it is 
situated at the corner of the Rue Gregoire de 
Tours and the Boulevard Saint Germain. A 
colored porcelain frieze runs above the upper 
story, and has on it the names of Guttenberg, 
Mongolfier, Senefelder, &c, The building will 
be opened next month. 


It is sometimes necessary to examine if min- 
eral matter is present in starch. For this pur- 
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pose a pinch of the sample is placed in a test 
tube, which is then three-fourths filled with 
chloroform and vigorously shaken. On leaving 
it to stand the starch collects above the chloro- 
form, while any mineral impurities collect below 
and may be further examined.—Zvitschrift 
Anal. Chemie. 


According to the Chemiker Zeitung, the man- 
ufacture of artificial alizarine has proauced cer- 
tain interesting commercial changes. Garan- 
cine, garanceux, alizarine verte, fleurs de gar- 
ance, pincoffins, &c., have well nigh disappeared 
from trade. Caustic soda and chlorate of potash 
are in increased demand. Bichromate of potash 
rose at first and then fell again, when the possi- 
bility of reconverting chrome alum into bi- 
chrome was found. 


The following method to prevent polished 
metals from rusting has been tested and ap- 
proved by authorities: Put half an ounce of 
solid paraffine into a wide-mouthed glass bottle, 
and let it melt in boiling water; then add one 
and a-half ounces of petroleum. Shake the mix- 
ture, after having corked the bottle, until it be- 
comes a cold ointment. In using, cover the 
metal with it, and wipe off the greater portion, 
so that the polish will be little affected. A thin 
coat is sufficient to prevent polished metals from 
tarnishing.—Journal of Chemistry. 


The Charlotteville Jeffersonian publishes a 
copy of the original will of the Polish patriot 
Kosciusko, which is among the papers in the 
clerk’s office of Albemarle county, and is signed 
“T. Kosiuzslio.” It was admitted to record on 
the 12th of May, 1819. Thomas Jefferson, who 
was appointed executor, declined to take upon 
himself the burden of the execution of the will, 
in which the testator authorized his executor to 
sell the whole of his property in the United 
States, and with the proceeds to purchase and 
educate in trades or otherwise negroes that were 
held in slavery.

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THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket was fairly active throughout the week, with 
3and7per cent. as the extreme rates for call 
loans. The majority of the transactions on ordi- 
nary stock collaterals were effected at 5 and 6 
per cent. Evidences were not wanting that the 
7 per cent. rate was due in large measure to 
artificial manipulation. The efflux of currency 
has been smaller than for some weeks, and this, 
coupled with the fact that the settlements for 
the new loan are about completed, has increased 
the disposition to place money at current rates. 
Prime mercantile paper sold at 5@6 per cent. 
Government bonds, although not especially 
active, were firmly held, and under a good de- 
mand an advance of \@*%< per cent. was es- 
tablished. The easier feeling in the local money 
market, and the firmness of United States bonds 
at London, stimulated the inquiry for this class 
of securities. In railroad mortgages a heavy 
business was transacted at advancing quotations. 
The improvement ranged from 1 to 5 per cent. 

The Sterling Exchange market was strong 
early in the week, and rates were advanced for 
bankers’ 60-day and demand bills respectively. 
Considerable business was transacted, but as 
soon as the wants of the gold importers were 
supplied the market became dull and rather 
weak in tone. At the close it looked as if lower 
rates would again prevail because of the in- 
creased supply of commercial bills and an ab- 
sence from the market of the usual large buyers. 
Demand bills were offered relatively lower than 
60 days, which is, doubtless, accounted for by 
the fact that there is no immediate prospect of 
any change in the Bank of England rate of dis- 
count,

THE PAPER TRADE.—Trade has moved 
along during the past week very fairly and 
regularly, and this steadiness applies both alike 
to the volume and the general range of prices. 
The consumption of paper, as well as most all 
other articles of general manufacture is ona 
larger scale than it has been at any period in 
five or six years at least. Bottom prices for 
paper seem to have been reached, and buyers 
lay in stock with much more confidence than 
they did formerly, well assured of the fact that 
there would be no shrinkage in price on stock 
left over, with a possibility of its becoming en- 
hanced in value. It is very gratifying and 
encouraging that the reports from nearly 
every section of the country, and concerning 
nearly every industry of importance, testify 
that the present condition and outlook for the 
future are better than they have been before in 
years, if not better than ever before. In this 
general revival of business the paper trade 
comes in for a limited share, and were prices 
only a little better than they are there would 
be no reason at all for complaint, as the amount 
of paper changing hands is extremely large, 
although sold at only a small profit. There is 
a better demand reported for Fine Writings from 
the city trade, and a fair amount doing in 
orders from out-of-town buyers, and for export, 
with a more encouraging prospect for the 
course of trade in the near future. Book 
Papers seem to move with considerable anima- 
tion, and prices are very firm and steady in 
this market, with a reported advance in the 
West of ‘¢c. agreed on by the Ohio division 
of the American Paper-Makers’ Association. 
This will have a tendency to strengthen prices 
here. Manilla Papers continue in very good re- 
quest at firm prices, some of the larger mills 
having more orders than they can conveniently 
fill, the call being principally for pure No. 1 
paper. News is said to be in increased request 
and assuming a firmer position in the market 
than it has heretofore held. The demand is 
generally larger during the political campaign, 
and a large portion of the present increase is 
due to this fact. The action of the paper- 
makers at Cincinnati in advancing the price ‘¢c. 
will be felt in this market. This was due in 
part to the increased demand and an advance in 
straw at the West of $4 per ton. Bookbinders’ 
and Straw Boards are in very good call, and a 
generally satisfactory business among the deal- 
ers is in progress at about the former range of 
prices. There is a small improvement only in 
the local demand for Straw Wrappings, but the 
export demand as yet is only moderate. Prices 
are generally sustained. | 

JUTE BUTTS.—There were no arrivals this 
week. The sales embrace 1,000 bales at 2 9-16c. 
to 2 11-l6c., fair to prime spinning quality. 
Stocks are light, and being concentrated in few 
hands are firmly held. 


WOOD PULP.—Short water supply at many 
of the large mills has caused a scarcity in the 
supply of this article, and the increased firmness 
in most grades of paper stock has created an im- 
proved demand, so that manufacturers find some 
difficulty to keep up with their orders. The gen- 
eral price of Combination is still 3c., and non- 
Combination 2!¢c. delivered, while Chemical 
Fibre is quoted at the mill at Manayunk at 4c. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The improvement noted last week has been well

DOMESTIC RAGS.—There is a continued fair 
movement for domestic stock, and it is gradual- 
ly growing more extended. Buyers are daily 
coming into the market in larger numbers and 
are making purchases more freely. The great- 
est improvement is in No. 2 City Whites, which 
have advanced a full c., and there are holders 
asking 3c., but desirable cash customers could 
supply their wants at 2%c. No. 1 Whites are 
also doing a little better. Seconds are firm and 
steady. We note sales of 75 bales No. 1 City 
Whites, at 44,@4c.; 150 bales No. 2 do., at 2% 
@3c., and 100 bales City Seconds, at 1c. 


BAGGING, &c.—The market for Gunny Bag- 
ging continues very strong, and limited sales of 
No. 1 are reported this week at 2%{c., being 
somewhat above any transaction made known 
for a long time past. The arrivals continue 
moderate, and, for the most part, to fill old or- 
ders. The supply of No. 2 Bagging is rather 
fuller and prices are a little easier. Manilla 
Rope is held firmer, and is quoted at 2°4(@3c. 
The sales include 40 tons No. 1 Manchester

COAL.—There has continued to be a fair de- 
mand for coal, both at wholesale and retail, 
since the date of our last. Saward’s Coal Trade 
Journal says: ‘It is evident that there has not 
been so much coal stored away for future con- 
sumption as some persons would have one be- 
lieve. Only keep the present trade, and there 
will be no need of any patchwork on the part of 
the magnates. The present low range of prices 
prevents many collieries from working, and at 
the same time increases the consumption of coal. 
Of the future of the Anthracite coal as an 
article of merchandise we have no fear, and the 
time is not far distant when it will be in suffi- 
cient demand to bring a good price. When the 
result of the improvement in trade makes itself 
felt more distinctly, and the natural increase in 
demand from the increased population sets in, it 
will only bring about a how! from the press that 
the combination of monopolists has increased 
the price of that prime necessity—ccal. An im- 
provement is surely taking place from natural 
causes. Prices have ranged at about the last 
auction sale average, and no accumulation of 
stocks in the hands of the companies has taken 
place. Many shippers are, and have been, a 
little disinclined to take orders ahead, as they 
did not want to be stuck with them, if there 
was an advance; and on the other hand, buyers 
wanted to get in an order before there was any 
advance. This has made trade active, and kept 
up the rates of coastwise freights above their 
usual range at this time of year.” Quotations 
of Lehigh Coal at New York shipping points 
are: Lump, $3.30; Broken, $2.60; Egg, $2.60; 
Stove, $2.60, and Chestnut, #2.50.
